Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health,  vital 
statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  above  Area  for  the 

year  1946. 


Dr.  W..  G.  Swann  resi  gned  his  appointment  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  the  Joint  Health  Area  on  oOth  September  1946  and  on 
16th  December  1946  the  Joint  Health  Committee  did  me  the  honour  of 
recommending  my  appointment  to  the  vacancy  to  the  Constituent 
Councils.  As,  however,  I  did  not  assume  office  until  1st  Aoril 
1947,  Dr.  R.J.  Chapman  continued  as  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  ' 
Health  during  the  whole  of  the  year  to  which  this  report  refers 
Fortunately  his  services  have  been  retaine 1  as  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of ^ Health  and  on  taking  up  my  new  duties  I  had  the  benefit 
of  his  advice  and  help.  I  have  also  had  the  advantage  of  being  able 
to  discuss  with  him  this  Annual  Report. 

Refering  to  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  1946,  the  Birth 
Rate  in  each  District  was  higher  than  the  average  for  Engalnd  & 

Wales  and  showed  a  marked  increase  on  that  for  1945.  The  Death  Rate 
onbridge  Rural  District  was  lower  than  the  average  for  England  & 
Wales  but  higher  in  both  Urban  Districts.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  and  the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  the  Joint  Area  are  both 
lower  than  the  average  rates  for  England  &  Wales. 

i  No  serious  outbreaks  of  disease  or  sickness  occurred  during 

the  year  and  the  general  standard  of  health  in  the  Area  continued  to 

be  good. 


•^3®  percentage  shown  of  children  under  5  immunised  against 
diphtheria  obtained  from  the  central  records  in  this  office^and 
checked  against  Health  Visitors'  figures  is  unfortunately  lower  than 
that  shown  in  the  previous  year.  The  previous  percentage  had  been 
raised  by  tne  inclusion  of  figures  for  immunisations  performed  on 
evacuee  children  now  returned  home.  A  further  factor  in  lowering 
the  percentage  is  the  increased  birth-rate  during  the  year  as  the 
increased  number  of  infants  below  the  age  when  immunisation  is 
necessary,  adversely  affects  the  figure.  Nevertheless,  it  is  greatly 
° J3®  regretted  thau  a  substantial  number  of  children  in  the  Area  have 
not  been  protected  against  diphtheria.  Immunisation  is  carried  out 
free  by  general  practitioners  under  the  Councils'  Schemes,  and  the 
Injections  are  so^ safe  and^  simple  that  It  should  commend  itself  to 
. Paren^s •  ^ Eight  montns  is  the  best  time  for  parents  to  seek 

advice  from  their  doctor  or  at  their  Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  the 
ublic  ealth  Office  and  the  object  is  to  have  the  protection  com- 
pleted  by  the  first  birthday.  Should  parents  have  omitted  to  have 
this  done  by  the  first  birthday  they  should  have  it  done  as  soon  as 
possible  thereafter  and  not  wait  until  the  child  is  of  school  age  as 
sometimes  happens.  In  order  k  urge  t.on  parents  the  necessity  of 
their  children  immunised,  it  is  p  oposed  to  conduct  a  local 
publicity  campaign  this  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Tonbridge  Rural  District.  -  Most  of  the  District  is  supplied 
with  main  water  by  five  Waterworks  Authorities.  These  supplies 
have  been  ample  and  bacteriological  tests  have  been  satisfactory. 
One  small  Estate  supply  has  given  unsatisfactory  bacteriological 
results  after  prolonged  rainfall.  Measures  have  been  taken  to 
deal  with  this  and  the  supply  is  chlorinated.  Results  of

Lead  service  pipes  are  not  in  general  use  in  the  District  and  there 
were  no  cases  of  contamination  by  lead  arising  from  main  supplies. 
95%  of  dwelling  houses  are  supplied  by  public  water  mains  mostly 
laid  on  direct  to  the  houses.  A  few  isolated  houses  are  supplied 
by  standpmpes  or  other  means.  These  are  intended  to  be  dealt  with 
as  soon  as  circumstances  permit.  (It  is  not  at  present  possible  to 
give  details  of  standpipe  supplies  separately  for  each  parish. ) 

Tonbridge  Urban  District.  -  The  supply  by  the  Tonbridge  Water- 
Works  Company,  Ltd.,  has  been  ample  and  satisfactory ,  Thirteen 
samples  of  treated  water  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
satisfactory.  Approximately  99%  of  houses  are  supplied  by  public 
water  mains.  Water  mains  were  extended  from  Yardley  Park  to  Trench 
Wood  during  the  year. 

Southborough  Urban  District.  -  Supplied  b y  Hayesden  and  Modest 
Corner  Waterworks,  supplemented  if  necessary  from  Tonbridge  and 
Tunbridge  Wells.  Table  of  results  of  examinations  is  shown  in 
Sanitary  Inspector's  report.  All  the  bacteriological  samples  of 
treated  water  were  satisfactory.  The  samples  of  raw  water  were 
from  Modest  Corner  'Waterworks.  Approximately  99%  of  houses  are 
supplied  by  public  plains. 

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

In  Tonbridge  Rural  and  Southborough  Urban  Districts  no  important 
alterations  were  made  during  the  year.  In  Tonbridge  Urban  District 
sewer  extensions  were  carried  out  for  Housing  Schemes  at  Lodge  Oak 
Lane  (49  houses  and  16  flats  and  Trench  Wood  (47  houses,  12  flats 
and  50  non- traditional  type  houses ) 

SCAVENGING  &  DEPOSITION  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE . 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  have  been  maintained  throughout 
the  Area  during  the  year.

During  1946  thirteen  applications  were  received  for 
registration  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Of  these  11  applications  were  for  registration  for  sale  onljr 
while  in  two  instances  application  was  for  manufacture  &  sale. 
All  premises  were  inspected  and  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  13  of  the  Act.  Certificate  of  registration  was 
therefore  issued  in  all  cases.

The  Ice  cream  season,  finishing  abruptly 
rendered  it  Impossible  to  take  repeat  samples  but  these  manufac¬ 
turers  will  be  followed  up  with  the  opening  of  next  season. 

HATS  AMD  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 


Satisfactory  progress  was  maintained  in  this  branch  of  the 
work  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  routine  activities  all  the 
Council’s  sewers  were  tested  for  infestations.  Sections  of  the 
sewers  in  Hadlow,  Pembury  and  Paddock  Wood  were  found  to  be 
infested  and  satisfactory  results  were  obtained  after  treatment. 

This  year  the  "Private  Dwellings”  scheme  was  adopted  b3r  the 
Council  and  on  29th  July  surve37-  and  treatment  was  commenced  and  is 
proceeding  in  parish  order.

Hop- picking  commenced  on  2nd  September  and  was  completed  by  5  - 
October,  1945,  95  camps  were  occupied  by  20,303  persons  which 

amounts  bo  2CC  people  less  than  in  1945  season.  124  new  huts 
were  erected  since  the  1945  season,  as  well  as  additional  cook¬ 
houses  ari  latrine  accommodation.  At  Messrs.  Whitbread's 
camp  at  Stirstead,  G-olden  Green,  two  w.c.  blocks  and  one  ablution 
block  have  been  erected  and  these  are  much  appreciated  by  the 
pickers,  ..  number  of  older  type  huts  have  been  demolished  on 
some  camps  to  make  room  for  modern  brick  structures.

During  1946,  116  complaints  were  received  of  rat  Infestations 
and  21  of  mice. 

The  Council  employed  a  man  to  exterminate  rats  on  lands  and 
premises  belonging  to  them  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to  assist 
occupiers  of  private  lands  and  buildings  in  their  statutory  duty  to 
destroy  rats  and  mice.

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RATS  &  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

The  Anti-Rodent  Operator  has  worked  throughout  the  year  in 
this  area.  22  complaints  have  been  received  and  dealt  with, 
positive  results  being  found  in  all  but  3  cases.  2  complaints 
concerned  the  Council's  Housing  Estate,  Manor  Road.  The 
Council's  Refuse  Tip,  High  Brooms  has  received  regular  systematic 
treatment.  13  cases  of  infestation  were  discovered  by  the 
Operator  and  3  others  treated  with  nil  results.  Barium  biscuits 
have  also  been  issued  on  application.  Traps  have  been  used  in 
a  few  instances.  Complete  K.O.F,  treatment  of  the  Council's 

175  Sewers  was  carried  out  in  April,  Zinc  Phosphate  poison  bait 
being  used  and  a  Maintenance  No  1  treatment  was  given  in  November. 

INRESTATION. 

Two  houses  were  disinfested  during  the  year.  Thermatox  and 
Sanitas  Pormigators  were  used. 

A  quantity  of  clothing  infected  with  scabies  was  sulphur 
fumigated.  A  complaint  that  premises  were  flea  infested  was 
investigated  but  careful  examination  disclosed  no  trace  of  vermin. 
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A  complaint  of  wood-worm  infestation  was  received.  It  was 
remedied  by  the  owner  of  the  premises  concerned  renewing 
affected  woodwork.  One  infestation  complaint  proved  to  be 

unjustified. 

DISINFECTION. 

Disinfections  have  been  carried  out  after  9  cases  of 
communicable  disease,  formalin  burners  being  used. 

2  disinfections  were  also  carried  out  after  disease 
cases  upon  request  by  members  of  the  public.

Ac.  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  was  notified  in  the  Tonbridge  Urban  area  of  a  boy 
aged  2  years  who  was  nursed  at  home. 

Dysentery. 

Nine  cases  were  notified  in  the  Area,  Tonbridge  Rural  3  and 
Tonbridge  Urban  6,  the  former  occurred  in  children  between  the  ages 
of  1  and  7  years;  of  the  latter  4  cases  occurred  in  pupils  at  a 
private  school,  one  case  occurred  in  ai  adult  and  another  in  a  child 
aged  3  years. 

Five  cases  of  Typhi-murium  (Aertrycke )  an  uncommon  type  of 
Inflammation  of  the  bowel  caused  by  infection  with  the  above  organism, 
were  notified  in  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District,  3  occurred  in  adults 
and  2  in  children  at  Bidborough  Hall  Nursery.

During  the  latter  part  of  1946 ,  a  campaign  was  commenced 
to  persuade  parents  to  have  their  children  re- immunised  against 
diphtheria,  as  it  has  no w  been  established  that  in  order  to  main¬ 
tain  the  immunity  against  diphtheria  given  by  the  primary  inocula¬ 
tions  in  infancy,  it  is  necessary  to  re- inoculate  children  after  a 
period  of  4  to  5  years. 

The  Kent  Education  Committee  co-cperated  and  circularised  all 
the  head  teachers  Of  the  schools  in  this  Area. 

A  circular  letter  to  parents  was  drawn  up  and  these  were  sent 
together  with  the  necessary  consent  forms,  to  all  the  headteachers 
who  distributed  them  through  the  scholars. 

School  Sessions  were  arranged  whereby  the  scholars  received 
the  re-immunising  injection,  and  in  this  way  in  the  Tonbridge 
Rural  District,  961  children  were  re- immunised.  In  the  Tonbridge 

and  Southborough  Urban  Districts,  School  Sessions  were  arranged  in 
1947.  In  some  cases  parents  took  their  children  to  the 

Doctors'  surgeries  to  be  re- Immunised,  21  children  were  thus  done 
in  the  Southborough  Urban  District  and  35  in  the  Tonbridge  Urban 
District ,
